He sang 
of the daily toilers in the fields and 
of little tots at play; he told of old 
negro uncles and old ‘‘mammies” in 
his tales, and brought a note of com- 
fort to meet the daily problems faced 
by the low-spirited and heavy laden. 

Just two years ago Mr. Stanton was 
honored when he was named poet 
‘laureate of Georgia. Governor Clif- 
issued a proclamation 
creating this post and naming him to 
it.

For the fourth time in less than 
two years Travis has made daring 
breaks for liberty with the courage 
and skill which characterized his 
“Ione” holdups of Atlanta groceries 
two years ago. On each attempt the 
strong arm of the law reached out 
.an.. enfolded the desperado in its 
grasp. 

According to dispatches from St. 
Petersburg the “lone bandit” was cap- 
tured after a gun battle with a de- 
tective. After hours of severe grill- 
ing he reluctantly admitted that he 
was the Travis of Atlanta noto::ety 
and St. Peterburg’s “daylight bandit.”

ernment policy of protecting lives and 
property it was stated. 

Furthermore, the white house de- 
clared that President Coolidge has mm 
doubt but that the Nicaraguan libe:- 
als have received arms from Mexico. 
The white house did not wish to say 
that the arms came from the Mexican 
government, but they were supplied 
from Mexican sources. 

The white house also revealed that 
when the United States recognized 
Diaz, it asked the Mexican govern- 
ment to join in an embargo on arm 
to Nicaragua to prevent revolutionary 
outbreaks. Mexico refused to join, 
but the government went ahead with 
its embargo though this has since been 
lifted with respect to Diaz, who is 
now permitted to receive American 
supplies. 

In defending the American policy, 
the white house spokesman quoted the 
instructions issued in 1878 by Secre 
tarv of State Evarts. who declared 
that the first duty of a government 
to protect the lives and property of 
its citizens and that it need not be 
solicitious how this is done whether 
by treaty or military force. 

Under Secretary of State Hughee 
the policy of discouraging revolutions 
in Certral America was laid down, 
the white house said. Present efforts 
to support Diaz are in accord with 
this. The policy was followed in sup- 
porting the Obregon regime in 
Mexico when this government sent him 
arms and ammunition while placing an 
embargo on shipments to Mexican rey- 
olutionists. 

Issue Is Drawn. 


This declaration draws a sharp issne 
between President Coolidge and Boreh. 
It was apparent tonight that both are 
determined to fight it out to the end. 
Borah conferred with Coolidge today, 
and far from reaching an agreement,

the most momentous conflict 
Coolidge has seen in his administra- 
tion. Borah is preparing a speech at- 
tacking the president’s Nicaraguan 
policy to be delivered in the senate at 
an early date. The fight is destined 
to have its echoes in the next presi- 
dential campaign. 
“Diaz is president of Nicaragua in 
violation of every provision of the 
constitution and in violation of the 


five-power treaty in Central America, ; 


and is held there by sheer force of for- 
eign arms,” Borah said. 

“T am opposed to our taking part 
in the controversies in Nicaragua, or 
the Central American countries. But 
if we are going to take part, then we 
ought to take part on the side of the 
constitutional authorities. If there is 
anybody in Nicaragua who is consti- 
tutionally entitled to be president of 
Niciragua, it is Sacasa. In October, 
1924, a perfectly legal election was 
held. The Solorzano and Sacasa ticket 
received about 48,000 votes, and the 
Chamorro ticket about 28,000. Ac- 
cording to press dispatches and state- 
ments at the time, it was one of the 
most orderly elections ever held in 
Nicaragua, and was entirely satisfac- 
tory to our government. 

Retirement Forced. 

“Shortly thereafter Diaz and Gen- 
eral Chamorro began a revolution, at 
a time when the situation in Nica- 
ragua was satisfactory, generally 
speaking. They forced Solorzano to 
retire as president, thereupon, of 
course, Sacasa, as vice president, 
would become president. But they 
drove him out of the country under 
a threat of death, and then Chamorro 
had himself elected president by the 
congress... But our government refused 
to recognize Chamorro. Chamorro 
then stepped aside and, under pressure, 
compelled the congress to elect Diaz 
as designado. In the meantime. Sacasa 
has returned and had been declared 
president and undertook to assume the 
powers. 

“Now the result of it is, that we 
recognized those who started the revo- 
lution against the legally and consti- 
tutionally élected president and vice 
president. Diaz hasn't any more right 
u@der the constitution to be president 
than any other person in Nicaragua 
whom we might choose.” 

Meanwhile the mobilization of Amer- 
ican forces in Nicaraguan waters pro- 
ceeded rapidly under orders of secrecy. 
The cruisers Marblehead and Cincin- 
nati sailed from Hampton Roads, Va., 
for Nicaragua today. Hecause of se- 
crecy orders, no iniormation was given 
out concerning the four other naval 
véssels which has been ordered to Cen- 
tral America. Two U. S. naval vessels 
in Nicaraguan ports lifted anchor to- 
day and were believed to have gone 
out to intercept gun-runners. 

An effort to place American nevws- 
paper correspondents aboard American 
war vessels leaving for Nicaragua was 
vetoed b- President Coolidge today. 

Charges Reiterated. 


Secretary of State Kellogg reiterat- 
ed the charge that Mexico is aiding 
tte Nicaraguan liberals.

on the 26th floor of 195 Broadway and 
placed a call for Sir Evelyn Murray, 
secretary of the British postoffice in 
London. 

Within 30 seconds the operator had 
completed the call. 

“Sir Evelyn is on the wire,” she 
said, 

Gifford’s office was crowded with 
officials and employees of the company, 
each equipped with headsets connect 
ing them with Gifford’s telephone. 

The president of the telephone com- 
pany then read a prepared statement 
hailing the opening of service as a 
great advance in modern communica- 
tion. Sir Evelyn replied with a sim- 
ilar statement, 

Public Takes Turn. 


Thereafter the “lines” were turned 
over to the public and subscribers 
were connected with London in the 
order in which they had placed their 
calls during the last threece days. 

Newspaper’ editors, «bankers and 
brokers calied their London offices, 
commented on the weather, the sun- 
shine and the time of day. During the 
early hours the reception both ways 
was almost perfect. 

Then static developed and there 
were delays. 

Here is the route by which a word 
spoken in New York reaches its des- 
tination in London: 

The New York long distance opera- 
tor connects the subscriber with the 
telephone office at Rocky Point, Long 
Island. When he begins speaking the 
Long Island station sets its radio set 
in operation and the sound is ampli- 
fied and carried across the ocean by 
radio to Wroughton, England. There 
it goes back onto land wires and is 


transmitted to the London telephone | 


exchange and then to the subscriber. 
The broadcast is made on wave lengths 
of 5,000 and 22 meters. 

Opens the Service. 

Sir Evelyn in London had the honor 
of actually opening the service. When 
he and Gifford had finished their con- 
versation, Sir Evelyn said: 

“T now declare this service open to 
the public.” 

Most of those who talked with Lon- 
den during the day were impressed 
by the peculiar English accent of those 
with whom they were connected, 

Transoceanic conversations cost $1,- 
500 an hour, or $25 a minnte with a 
flat charge of S75 for the first three 
minutes or any portion thereof. 

In event the party for whom the 
is plaeed is not available, the 
operator's report on the eall is $10. 

Although it will be extended later, 
the service now connects only the 
metropolitan areas of New York and 
London. Within a few years it may 
he possible to telephone London or 
even Berlin from cities inland as far 
as Chicago. : 

Even on the present basis, however, 
the service is available to millions of 
persons as there are 1,186,573 tele- 
phones in New York and 369,000 in 
London.

CHARGE OF BRIBE 
DENIED BY GOULD 


Washington, January 7.—(#)—~ 
Striking back at his accusers, Senator 
Gould, republican, Maine, today told 


the senate elections subcommittee in- 
vestigating charges of bribery against 
him that he had taken no part in pay- 
ment of $100,000 to officials of New 
Brunswick, Canada, but had been driv- 
en out of business in the province be- 
cause he refused to pay $50,000 to a 
premier, 

The new senator. recited a story of 
alleged political corruption .in New 
Brunswick in 1912 when, as president 
of a company building a railroad in 
that province, he said two premicrs 
openly solicited funds from him, threat- 
ening to stop his railroad operations 
if he refused. 

Without his consent, Gould said, his 
New York association paid $100,000 
to the campaign fund of the conserva- 
tive party of the Canadian province 
but that he Jater learned that “Pre- 
mr Flemniing got most of it.” 

Charges “Hold Ups.” 


Senator Gould told the committee he 
had been held up all along the way in 
building the road, until it ran into 
huhdreds of thousands of dollars, by 
violations of agreements and promises 
on the part of Canadian officials. 

Finally his partners “got enough” 
and withdrew from the operations, he 
said, and eventually he was driven 
out when he refused to pay $50,000 
to Premier Clark, who succeeded Flem- 
ming. 

The arrangements for the $100,000 
contribution, the Maine senator said, 
was made in Ottawa unknown to him. 
He declared he first knew about it 
when he saw F. J. Lisman, of New 
York, one of his partners, shaking 
hands with Premier Flemming in a 
bank. 

Lisman later told him that the han4- 
shake had meant the payment of $100,- 
000, Gould said, asserting that he had 
protested that he would not stand for 
“any graft.” 

Had Sold Bonds. 

He said Lisman explained that they 
had been “held up” as Flemming had 
refused to sign. the final contract ua- 
less he got the money. This demand 
was made, Gould added, after the con- 
pany had sold $4,500,000 worth of 
bonds in [London and_ spent other 
money until there was no other way 


uf. 

The senator presented a letter to 
the committee from N. E. McDonaid, 
of Victoria, Canada, stating that he 
had actually paid over the $100,000 
to a Canailian official but refused to 
disclose the official’s identity. 

The committee also was told by Sen- 
ator Gould that before Flemming br- 
came premiier, he telephoned him one 
night at his home and asked him tw 
meet him in Centerville. He met him 
that night, he asserted, adding that 
Flemming said: 

Quotes Flemming. 

“‘T am going to be premier and I 
am a poor man. You people doing 
big business over here ought to con- 
tribute $40,000 to my campaign an 
should put me on a salary of $5,000 
while you are building the railroad 
here.’ ” 

Mr. Gould said he refuséd to pay 
anything and broke off all relations 
with him, but later, upon the plea of 
Flemming, he renewed negotiations for 
the railroad contract and obtained one 
to build the road for $31,000 a mile.

BORDER KILLING 
LAID 10 SHERIFF 


Raymondvilie, Texas, January 7.— 
(P)—Sheriff Raymond H. Teller, of 
Willacy county, and seven others were 
arrested hére today and- held on 
charges of slaying and being accessory 
to the slaying of Thomas Nunez, his 
two sons and two others near here 
Septembes 9. The men were taken 
into custody by F. H. Compton, a spe- 
cial officer, and the charges were 
based on a sworn statement made by 
the wife of Nunez, who was a native 
of Mexico. 

Those arrested with Sheriff Teller 
were Leon Gill, N. M. Ragland, Frank - 
Cowsert, Roy Collins, Charlie Wrot- 
en, Frank Brandt and Arturo Flores. 
Several of the defendants are now 
facing peonage charges in federa! court 
at Corpus Christi in connection with 
the employment of cotton field labor- 
ers including Mexicans, As the dis- 
trict attorney was absent, none of the 
men could make bail. 

Nunez, his two sons and two other 
men had been arrested in connection 
with the slaying of two Willacy coun- 
ty officers, who were shot here the 
night of September 6 in the Mexican 
quarter. A general roundup of Mexi- 
cans followed the slayings. 

A sheriff's force took Nunez and 
the other four out into the country 
with the announced purpose of hav- 
ing the prisoners lead them to a cache 
of arms believed to have been used 
in the slaying of the officer. 

On their return to Raymondville 
without the prisoners the sheriff's 
force reported they had been ambushed 
and that all five of the prisoners had 
been killed in the ensuing exchange 
of gun fire with the ambushers. None 
of the officers was wounded. 

A county grand jury investigated 
the case and exonerated the officers. 

The Mexican government demanded 
an investigation and at the request 
of Secretary of State Kellogg, Gover- 
nor Miriam A. Ferguson sent two 
Texas rangers to conduct an inquiry. 
They reported that all of the prisoners 
killed had paid poll taxes and had 
voted as citizens of Texas. 

The Mexican government had con- 
tended that at least one of the men 
killed was a Mexican citizen. 


CONGRESS BUSY 
UN FARM RELIEF 


Washington, January 7.—(#)—With 
hearings on farm relief already un- 
derway on the house side of the capi- 


tol, the senate agriculture committee 
decided today to get down to consid- 
eration of the problem next week. 

Announcement of this program was 
made by Senator McNary, republican, 
Oregon, chairman of the committee 
and coauthor of the controversial Me- 
Nary-Hauger bill, which the house 
committee will take up Tuesday. 

At its session today, the house com- 
mittee considered the bill sponsored 
by Representative Aswell, of Louisi- 
ana, ranking democrat among its 
members, who inferred that the ad- 
ministration had its own ideas on farm 
relief, to the extent that the Curtis- 
Crisp bill introduced yesterday was 
written in Secretary Jardine’s office. 

While this brought a broad smile 
from Representative Crisp, democrat, 
Georgia, who, with Senator Curtis, 
the republican leader,’ is author of the 
measure, the Georgian failed to en- 
lighten the committee. 

Senator Curtis had declared the bill 
was not to be considered an adminis- 
tration measure and Crisp said after 
today’s hearing that he could speak 
for neither President Coolidge nor 
Secretary Jardine. 

Crisp, however, had an engagement 
with Secretary Jardine tonight and he 
said he hoped to obtain Jardine’s ap- 
proval of the proposal. He-said he 
believed the bill would meet the presi- 
dent’s approval if passed. 

The house agricyltural committee 
will take up the Curtiss-Crisp bill to- 
morrow and also intends ¢o give con- 
sideration aiso to the relief proposal 
sponsored by Representative Jacob- 
stein, democrat, New York.

Ont of the obscurity of the present 
Chinese crisis there are apparent only 
one or two salient features, and they 

: are all unpleasant. 
Anti-foreizn, more 
especially ant i- 
English, feeling has 
reached an intersi- 
ty that will require 
very little increase 
to equal that which 
led to the Boxer 
rebellion of 1900, 
although it is 80 
far fortunately lo- 
cal rather than na- 
tional. Anti-foreign 
agitation has al- 
wavs been a trump 
ecard in the hands 
of those who wish 
to divert public attention from do- 
mestie misgovernment, and Chinese 
lenders have always proved themselves 
as adept in the one as in the other. 

It must be left to the expert, with 
a publisher at his disposal, to give any 
adequate presentation of the details 
and much of the events that have led 
to the existing situation. For long, long 
years China has been at once the prey 
and the battleground of international 
jealousy and acquisitiveness; if 38 & 
vast country, the people are appalling- 
ly ignorant, and much of the sym- 
pathy that would otherwise be their 
dune is destroyed by the fact that they 
seem constitutionally incapable of gov- 
erning themselves. 

Never at any time possessed of a 
firm and. stable government, China 
has, during the past few years since 
the armistice, been the victim of a 
bewildering array of war lords, and 
the whole country has suffered the 
consequences of a faction-ridden na- 
tion. The central government at Pekin 
has for a considerable period been a 
purely academic organization, as the 
representatives of foreign governments 
have found to their cost. The various 
war lords, contending and combining 
against each other, as it has suited 
their purpose, still pursue their leis- 


urely warfare; the soldier reigns SU-e 


preme, and consequently China is in 

a stranglehold where military consid- 

erations override all others, 
Railroads Typical. 

The railways are a typical example 
of the existing state of affairs. Even 
when the various lines were being op- 
erated efficiently, they were hopeless- 
ly inadequate both in view of the ex- 
tent of the country and the size of its 
population. And since the soldier has 
hecome paramount, confusion has been 
worse confounded. All the lines have 
heen used and abused by the military, 
the revenue seized by whatever leader 
was in local dominance, and complete 
chaos has reigned. Passenger services 
have become nonexistent, and what- 
ever freight-carrying has been done 
has been done has only been done hy 
the paymept of enormous bribes by 
desperate merchants. Latterly, of 
course, trade of every kind, domestic 
and foreign, has been at a standstill, 
and the peasant, able at least to live 
on his own produce, has had no means 
of disposing of the surplus, 


Various grievances against the for- | 


eizh powers have heen voiced. A neta- 
hie example is the principle of what 
is called extraterritoriality. When 
foreign countries were given conres- 
sions, that is to say areas which their 
nationals took over and built and ad- 
ministered in their own fashion as 
bases of trade, sooner or later, Great 
Britain being the pioneer, they con- 


cluded agreements by which their na- 
tionals were not subject to anything 
but their own law. This was unavoid- 
able, for Chinese law, tortuous and 
cruel, might well suit an oriental coun- 
try, but it was utterly unsuited to 
European ideas. 

When this and other questions were 
considered by a mixed commission in 
conference with the then Chinese gov- 
ernment as recently as last year, a 
basis of agreement was reached; but 
before it was ever ratified the Chinese 
parties to the agreement nad lost all 


power to go farther in the matter, ; 


owing to the fall of the government. 
So, until there is something tangible 
and representative to treat with, noth- 
ing in the way ofsagreement can be 
reached. 

Students Dangerous. 


Perhaps the most dangerous element 


in the existing situation is furnished 


by the student class. Young, intensely , 


patriotic, easily influenced and, above 
ail, a prey to sonorous but utterly im- 
practical catchwords, they supply all 
the combustible potentialities needed 
for an ugly conflagration, 

The news, such as it is, indicates 
that the coolies are taking a4 hand in} 
the game. From all accounts, accusa- 
tions of imperialism to the contrary, 
a notable degree of restraint bas been 
shown by the British authorities at 
Hankow and elsewhere. It is a tick- 
lish and dangerous situation, and it 
remains to be seen whether the tact and 
forbearance so far shown will achieve 
the result they deserve. Two things, 
at least, are certain—first, it is not so 
long ago that we would have commit- 
ted the affair to the arbitrament of 
force long before the present stage had 
been reached, and, second, that al- 
though every possible conciliatcry 
method will be employed, provided that 
it is compatible with our dignity, we 
have not yet forgotten how to teach 
others to respect the lives and prop- 
erty of our citizens,

Bur- 
ter oscillated from: 55.1 in February 
to 60.3 in October, while lard danced 
around 23.2 all the vear. Strictly fresh 
eggs did the “forward and back” from 
85.8 per dozen in March to 68.3 in 
December with no official allowance 
for egg nogg at that. Potatoes wiz- 
gled about from 3 cents per pound in 
April to 6.5 in November. Sugar ran 
from 7 to 8.8 and coffee maintained 
an average of 50.8 all the year 
through. All these are recorded At- 
lanta quotations,

Says Dr. Hollis 


That the south is litile beyond the 
pioneer period in industrial devrelop- 
ment was the opinion of Dr, Ira N. 
Hollis, engineer of national promi- 
nence, given in an address Friday 
night before the Atlanta section of 
the American Society of Mechanical 
engineers, nt the Capital City eluh. 

“The south,” said Dr. Hollis. who 
is an auther., explorer and Jecturer 
of note. “offers possibilities for de 
velopment far greater than those of 
the north #nd east. where exploita- 
tion has been carried on for so many 
years: in particular is this true of 
your water power.. But von must avoid 
the mistake made by many northern 
states in stripping the forests from the 
watersheds, resulting in raging tor- 
rents in the wet seasons and drv beds 
in the sunmsmer months: timbered val- 
leys are a natural reservoir. storing 
the rain «nd giving it back to the 
sea in a steady flow.” he said. 

Dr. Hollis emphasized the neces- 
sitv of good roads, giving as an illus- 
tration the network of highways her 
which, he said. ancient Rome held 
world dominion for so many years. 

The speaker assured Atlanta’s en- 
gineers that their profession antedates 
Phi Beta Kappa keys and RB. S. fe- 
grees, citing as an example the drain- 
age canal of ancient Mesopotam’‘a 
which is tour or five times as lonz 
as the Panama eanal and of equal 
width and depth, the engineering feats 
of Egypt end other ancient civiliza- 
tion. 

Dr. Hollis concluded his address 
with the snnouncement that he was 
considering coming to Atlanta to live, 
giving as one of his reasons the zero 
weather of Massachusetts as eontrast- 
ed with Arjanta’s “eternal spring.”

In determining whether to bid or pass 
initially with a five-card suit, very 
slight differences in the holding should 
vary the decision. Ace-King and 
three small, and eight worthless cards 
divided between the other three suits, 
furnishes the minimum bidding require- 
ments; but if it were Ace-Queen, and 
three small instead of Ace-King, the 
bid should not be made as the hand 
would be just below the requirement.

Miquelon. Her cargo included several 
thousand cases of liquor. When she 
was picked up by the coast guard on 
Tuesday, the liquor was missing, but 
the vessel carried a quantity of gen- 
eral cargo. There was no trace of 
smuggled arms on board. 

Asked when he had engaged in gun- 
running, Captain Willis said: 

“Not lately. We have done some 
of that, but not this trip. Two years 
ago we carried arms and ammunition 
to Mexico during the Huerta revolu- 
tion. and we have made several trips 
to Nicaragua, but not recently. 

“We were on the way to St. Pierre 
when we collided with a tanker off 
Nantucket. ‘The trawler’s bow was 
smashed, and we were putting in for 
repatrs when we were seized. We 
had a right to do this.”

AL SMITHS NAME 


New York. January 7.—(P)—New 
York's democracy offers Alfred. E. 
Smith to the country for president. 

The governor's boom was launched 
last night by Senator-elect Robert F. 
Wagner at a dinner at the National 
Democratic club to its new officers. 
Some 1.500 persons were present. 

Mr. Wagner said the great issue of 
the next presidential campaign would 
be reconstruction of state rights and 
halting of the tearing down of the 
barriers between states. Then he con- 
tinued: 

“There is one man in the country 
today who stands out as a defender 
of democracy in the same manner in 
which did Thomas Jefferson and the 
other great figures of the past. We 
of the state of New York offer to the 
service of the nation the serviee of 
this great courageous leader in the 
person of Alfred E. Smith.” 

The governor was not present. He 
explained at his suite in the Biltmore 
that on his doctor’s orders he ha! re- 
fused all dinner invitations. 

Mayor James Walker echoed Judze 
Wagner's indorsement of the governor 
as presidential candidate. 

“If precedents mean anything,” he 
said, “if loyalty means anything, if 
achievement in democratic administra- 
tion means anything, the past accom- 
plishments of which Judge Wagner 
has spoken are but the foreword to 
what will-happen at the next presi- 
dential election. 

“This city is willing to play its 
part and it is willing toe give its -fa- 
vorite son over to the country to head 
the national government.’’ 

The launching of the presidential 
hoom by Judge Wagner and Mayor 
Walker was generally looked upon 
with surprise in view of the gover- 
nors statement in his inaugural ad- 
dress last Saturday that he would do 
nothing personally to further his nom- 
ination at the next democratic na- 
tional convention. 

Virtually. every democratie leader 
in New York city was present at the 
dinner. Prominent among them be- 
ing George W. Olvany, leader of Tam- 
many hall. ‘ 

Wagner characterized prohibition as 
an unnatural Jaw and referring to the 
use of wood alcohol as a denaturant 
ia industrial aleohol, said: 

“In this day of enlightened civili- 
zation, governmental murder to en- 
force a law should not be permitted 
or tolerated.’’

Rome, January 8.—Benito- Mussolini, the dictator. whose word is law 
unto 40,000,000 of people, who is the undisputed idol of the over-great 
majority in Italy and for whom it is claimed that the mantle of the Divine 
Julius has fallen on his shoulders, was once a hobo and a vagabond who 
alternately worked and begged his way through the countries where he 


was in exile. 

With hobo I do not mean a lazy, | 
good-for-nothing, who shung any kind 
of work. But a “gentleman of the 
road,” an itinerant worker. Mussolini 
never snirked work. He always .took 
whatever he. could get and the im- 
mense capacity for work the Italian 
premier possesses at the present time 
is nothing short of :niraculous. 

Hod-Carrier and Mason. 

He was a hod-carrier in Lausanne, 
after he had been teaching school in 
Italy as his first occupation. He went 
to Switzerland to broaden his educa- 
tion, but he had not the money to en- 
ter a university. 

From hod-carrier he became a full- 
blown mason. but he remembers the 
time when his hands were raw and 
bleeding, when he had to wheel a bar- 
row ove: a narrow plank, 42 times 
every two he urs until he dropped from 
sheer exhaustion. In those days he 
slept in the half-completed houses he 


was helping to build. At times such 
bare shelter was not even possible and 
he spent the nights under a bridge. 

Mussolini never refers to these 
times now. He is glad, J believe, to 
have passed through all those bitter 
experiences. For bitter they are, as 
many a well-educated foreigner in 
America, who did not know English 
upon arrival, will testify. | 

Sleeping under a bridge 1s not so 
humiliating, however, as having to 
knock at a door and beg for a crust 
of bread. Yet Mussolini was forced 
to do this also upon more than one 
occasion. Not long ago he recalled 
the incident to Margaret Sarfati, who 
recorded it in her book: “Rux.” 

He was dragging weary steps over

Haphazard Work. 

The time in Switzerland was chief- 
ly occupied with haphazard work in 
the daytime and study in the evening. 
He attended lectures, he visited Social- 
ist club houses. he listened on at de- 
pates and—he learned perfect English 
and quite tolerable German. : 

There is one incident from this time 
of errant vagabondage which is worth 
remembering, because it had its re: 
echo in later years and may yet pro- 
duce some tense diplomatic relations. 
When Mussolini was in Geneva a cer- 
tain socialist was giving lectures in 
that city. That socialist was Emil 
Vandervelde, later Belgian prime min- 
ister and minister of justice in the 
present cabinet.

Vandervelde had listened to this ex- 
plosion with the cool composure of the 
trained debater.

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In Latin America 


Berlin, January 7.—While the 
United States intervenes in the “Nie- 
araguan revolution, Germany, through 
its statesmen, its press and its busi- 
ness men, stands by ready to reap the 
harvest of foreign trade and to regain 
lost markets in Latin America.

- After Chick Gandil 
Testifies In Case 


Relates Story of Alleged “Sloughed” Games Before Play- 
ers Named in Scandal—tTells of How He Paid 
Men on Detroit Team in Philadelphia.

Chicago, January 


o’clock next Wednesday morning, 


Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, commissioner of baseball, will make 


his decision on the Risberg scandal charges. 


After eight hours of testimony on 
two days the hearing in connection 
with the charges made by Charles 
“Swede” Risberg that the Detroit Ti- 
gers in 1917 “slonghed” an important 
series to the Chicago White Sox, 
Landis called an abrupt halt to base 
ball’s biggest trial. 

“The matter will be disposed of 
Wednesday morning,” the white-haired 


ezar of the national pastime suddenly’ 


announced Friday ‘night. 
Thus was halted a parade of base- 


ball players who had come from all 
parts of the country, two to declare 
that the scandal charges were true 
and more than 30 to deny vehemently 
that a pot of gold was given to the 
Tigers for “sloughing” the Septemb<r 
2 and 3 series. 

The money—Bill James said it was 
S850, Risberg and Arnold “Chick” 
Gandil claimed it was about $1,100— 
was givea Detroit in recognition of 
its good work against Boston, the 
more than 30 “defendants” had told 
ihe commissioner. 

Asks Reinstatement. 


After more thay an hour of an- 
swering questions, Gardil asked Landis 
for reinstatement. He wanted to know 
when he would be put back into the 
zood graces of baseball, claiming he 
was not connected with the 1919 
world’s series scandal. “A court ac- 
quitted me,” he said. 

Landis did not say anything re- 
garding the court’s acquittal but with 
uspect to the request, he said: 

“I'll tell you right now, you are 
put on the ineligible list because of 
your very own testi-nony.” 

At times the hearing tottered on 
the sensational; it appeared on two 
occasions that a break was coming. 
Once Gandil “asked Eddie Collins to 
show him the check book in which 
was recorded the cashing of a check 
for $100 on October 16, 1917, of 
which Gandil received $45. “Chick’”’ 
claimed he was groggy that day from 
the world’s series victory celebration 
the night before and did not leave 
his room. 

Another time Robert L. Hasbrouck, 
of Beloit, Wis., a utility infielder for 
the White Sox in 1917, almost sprang 
into the glare of publicity. Imao- 
cently he recalled that a meeting had 
been called at the Boston Red Sox 
ball park toward the end of the 1917 
series by the White Sox. 

“Gandil told me they were going 


All of the evidence is in. 


to discuss raising money to give the 
Detroit pitchers in appreciation of 
their good work against the Red 
Sox,” Hasbrouck said, nervously, 
This was the first intimation that 
such a meeting ever had been held. 
Risberg had not mentioned it when 
making the original scandal charges 


last Saturday, or when repeating his 
assertions Wednesday. Gandil had 
not revealed such a conference, al- 
though he came from Hurley, N. M., 
to confirm in almost every detail Ris- 
berg’s charges—the only player to 
do so. 

Nor had the flock of baseball play- 
ers said such a thing. 

The commissioner lifted a pencil to 
his lips, poised it, looked around ang 
then recalled all the witnesses who al- 
ready had given their testimony. 


Gandil Falters. 


Gandil was first. “Yes, y-yes,” he 
faltered. “If Hasbrouck says there 
was such a meeting, it must be. Yes, 
I remember it now. Hasbrouck was 
too young to come into the meeting. 
Anyway he wasn’t going to get a full 
share of the world’s series dividends 
because he was a rookie. 
there was such a meeting.” 

Hasbrouck recalled dolefully how he 
had been forced to wait alone by a 
concession stand while the ball play- 
ers talked in the clubhouse on the 
morning before the first game of the 
last series with Boston. 

“I felt funny being left out all 
nalone,’’ he said, “‘you'd remember that, 
too.” 

But the White Sox players, one by 
one, denied that any meeting. ever 
had taken place at which money was 
discussed. Clarence Rowland, an 
American league umpire and _ then 
manager of the White Sox. denied it 
with a terse “No, sir.” Collins de- 
nied it; so did George “Buck’’ Wea- 
ver. John “Shano” Collins, - Dave 
Danforth and the rest. The players 
claimed if such a meeting was held it 
was to discuss baseball. 

The matter was dropped, as sud- 
denly as it had come up. Hasbrouck, 
not knowing anything of scandal talk, 
retired to the players’ group, much 
abashed at the fuss which had been 
made over his statement.

GRID SCOUTING 
IS DEFENDED 
BY JAMES KNOX 


Cambridge, Mass., January 7.—(7) 
Football scouting is defended as a 
time saving device and a sound busi- 
ness expedient by MHarvard’s chief 
scout, James L. Knox. 

Both players and coaches are gain- 
ers by it, according to Knox, whose 
views are given in the current issue 
of the Harvard Athletic Association 
News. 

Harvard has declined to enter into 
non-scouting agreements with oppo- 
nents and an editorial in the News, 
which is the official organ of the as- 
sociation, puts the approval of that 
bod# on the practice. 

“Those who criticize football scout- 
ing seem to overlook its real place 
in the season’s work,” Knox writes. 
“If a team is to play a schedule of 
eight games and .no information is 
at hand in regard to the methods of 
the various opponents, it is obvious 
that several defenses and various 
trpes of offense must be taught in or- 
der that a given team may meet its 
opponent on a basis which will per- 
mit it to show the full scope of its 
football knowledge. 

“Careful analysis will show it 
(scouting) is a simple and sound 
business expédient and, in reality, is 
a side issu@ which does not merit all 
the hue and cry raised about it. 

“The players do not spend a fifth 
of the time on the result of the scout’s 
work that they do in the rubbing 
room or shower baths. But I have 
never heard of anyone calling for 
abolition of those two factors of a 


season,”

Native of the South. 

Mr. Stanton, poet laureate of Geor- 
gia, was born in Charleston, 8. C., 
on February 22, 1857. His par- 
evis were Valentine and Katherine 
Rebecca Stanton. Young Stanton 
lived in Charleston until he was 12 
years old, when he moved to Savannah 
and there secured.a position as copy 
boy on The Savannah Morning News. 

The war between the states and 
the years of “reconstruction” which 
followed, prevented Frank Stanton 
from securing the school and college 
education which he would. otherwise 
have enjoyed. Nevertheless, the edu- 
eation he secured, in the common 
schools and as an apprentice in a 
printing office, sufficed to make him 
one of the world’s sweetest singers 
of poetry, one of the best beloved 
writers of simple heart songs of any 
age. 

He was born with the soul of a 
poet and by careful reading of the 
world’s best poetry, he became a mas- 
ter of his art at an early age. His 
first poem entitled, “To Lizzie, was 
written to a sweetheart when he was 
li years old. 2 
Attracted “Uncle Remus. 

Soon after he began his work in 
the office of the Savannah News, 
the young copy boy began contributing 
verse to the paper. The work of 
_' the boy was so good that it attracted 
the attention of Joel Chandler Harris, 

famous author of the “Uncle Remus 
stories, who was at that time an edi- 
torial writer on The News. Young 
Stanton remained on the staff of that 
paper from 1869 to 1887, where he 
worked as a reporter and feature 
writer, . 

Towards the close of 1887, Mr. 
Stanton entered the weekly news- 
aper field and began publication of 
‘he Smithville News, at Smithville, 
Ga. Here he had fall opportunity for 
publication of his poetry and soon 
attracted national attention. It was 
while in rs gy he _ Miss 
Loene Josey, whom he married. 

After operating The Smithville News 
for about one year, Mr. Stanton ac- 
cepted an offer from John Temple 
Graves, who was then publishing The 
Home Tribune, and he moved to the 
northwest Georgia city, where he suc- 
covded Henry W. Grady on the staff 
of The Tribune. 

Comes to Atlanta. 

While working in Rome Mr. Stanton. 

who was night editor of The Tribune, 


had by that time joined The Consti- 
tution. Mr. Stanton finally came to 
Atlanta to join The Constitution staff 
in 1889, a short time before the death 
of Henry Grady. He began his long 
connection with The Constitution by 
doing feature work and news report- 
ing, but soon began to contribute 


which he continued thereafter for 
nearly forty years. 

A number of collections of Mr. 
Stanton’s poems have been published 
in book form. ‘The first of these 
books appeared in 1 . under the 
title “Songs of the Soil.” In 
another collection, entitled ‘Comes 
One With a Song,” appeared and in 
1900 he published “Songs From 
Dixie.” “Up From Georgia” appeared 
in 1902, and the last published vol- 
ume, “Littl Folks Down South,” 
came from the press in 1904. 

Made Poet Laureate. 

In 1925 Governor Clifford Walker 
issued an official proclamation, mak- 
ing Frank Stanton poet laureate of 
Georgia. Insofar as can be discover- 
ed this was the first time any writer 
had been so honored by any southern 
state and the instances of like honor 
in any of the 48 states are but few 
and far between. : 

In. concluding a statement regarding 
the work of Mr. Stanton, which Gov- 
ernor Walker issued at the same time 
he signed the proclamation, he says: 

“In the home of my boyhood, the 
name of Frank L. Stanton was a 
household word. How happy I am 
to be able to*exercise the brief au- 
thority of a governor in conferring a 
deserved honor upon one whose name 
will live forever.” 

Harris’ Tribute. 


Many tributes have paid to the 
lovable personality and the supreme 
genius of Frank Stanton, but perhaps 
nene more truly conveys the regard in 
which he was held than the eulog 
written by Joel Chandler Harris who 
for many years worked in the same 
office with the Georgia poet. Mr. 
Harris said: 

“The writings of no American poet 
have achieved such wide popularity, 
if we are to measure popularity by the 
daily and weekly newspapers of the 
country, or .by the interest which 
makes itself manifest in private cor- 
respondence, or by the appreciation 
which betrays itself in the irresistible 
desire of composers, professionals and 
amateurs, to give musical setting to 
the poems.” 

Harris then quotes a prominent 
English author as saying of Stanton: 
“Your poems are gaining reputation 
for you in England. The note of 
hope that you are singing has been 
unheard for years.” Harris adds: 

“It is a bold voice -too, for it per- 
sists in singing night and day, neither 
asking nor avoiding an audience. If 
the world listens, well] and good, if 
not, pleasant dreams to all for the sake 
of old times. But the world listens. 
Here is one with the dew of morn- 
ing in his hair,. who looks on life 
and the promise thereof and finds the 
| prospect joyous,. Whereupon, he lifts 
‘up his voice and speaks to the heart; 
and lo, here is Love, with nimble feet, 
fresh risen from his sleep; and here 
}is life made beautiful again!”

Dr. Wightman F. Melton, formerly 
head of the department of English of 
Emory university, was one of the 
closest personal friends and warmest 
admirers of Mr. Stanton. Dr. Melton 
has selected some of Mr. Stanton's 
best poems on a variety of themes. 

Inspired by Daughter. 

Perhaps the greatest heart ‘appeal 
of anything he ever wrote is found 
in “Marcelle,” with the composition 
of which a tender story is associated.

Among_ his 
best-known songs of Georgia are “Old 
Times in Georgia,” “A Song of Sum- 
mer Time,” “Watermelon Song, 
“'’Crost the Hills to Georgy,” “The , 
Love Feast at Waycross,” “At An- 
dersonville’ and “Chattahoochee. 
His m. t popular patriotic poem 1s 
“One Country,” which was widely re- 
printed. Among his most popular 
songs of faith are “The Old Hymns, 
“Qne Sad Day” and “Nearer to 
Thee.” 

In reproducing the tones of a 
sounding bell Mr. Stanton rivals Poe 


in his mastery of rhythm in his “St. 
Michael's Bells.” This poem was; 
written in Charleston after the poet 
had listened to the chimes of St. 
Michael’s church, one of the oldest 
churghes on the American continent.

_O. R. Bennett, of the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service commission, Friday was 
elected president of the Georgia state 
safety council, to succeed the tate 
dudge W. F. Fish, of Macon, at the 
meeting of the state organization at 
the Ansley hotel. Discussion of a 
proposed bill for uniform traffic laws 
in Georgia occupied a large part of 
the session. 

Facts regarding the alarming toll 
of traffic accidents in Georgia were 
revealed at the meeting, when it was 
shown that there has been an average 
increase of 30 per cent a year in fatal 
accidents during the past four years, 
while the increase in automobile regis- 
tration last year was only 20 per 
cent over that of five years ago. 

Speakers at the meeting urged the 
creating of a public sentiment in fa- 
vor of traffic law obedience. Johr E. 
Foy, police commissioner of Savannah, 
declared that the state laws are too 
lax, because of politics, people carry- 
ing a chip on their shoulder for fear 
some of their rights might be taken 
away. 

The principal address of the session 
was delivered by A. B. Barber, man-- 
ager of transportation and communica- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, and a director of 
the national conference on street and 
highway safety. Mr. Barber asserted 
that if thorough measures are _ not 
taken to check/ the large scale of 
slaughter in traffic accidents, 1,000,- 
000 motor fatalities in the United 
States during the next 20 years may 
not prove an excessive estimate. 

W. Brosman, chief of the Al- 
bany fire department, twice winner of 
first place for fire prevention in the 
United States, said that traffic safety 
can be put over in the same way 
Albany has handled fire prevention— 
through law education and law en- 
forcement. , 

Sheriff Nobels, of Cordele; Thomas 
Gress, assistant attorney general, and 
other speakers stressed the need of 
a sentiment of respect for law. 
“Then,” the speakers declared, “the 
laws can be enforced.” , 

The next meeting of the state coun- 
cil will be held .here in April.

Captain Dozier was born in 1854 
near Lexington, Oglethorpe county. 
After attending a community country 
school he was prepared for college at 
Meson academy in Lexington. He 
graduated from Emory university with 
the class of 1856 and is the oldest 
living graduate of that institution: 
Upon leaving college Captain Dozier 
read law in Hancock county and was 
a practicing attorney at Lexington 
at the outbreak of the war between 
the states. He served throughout the 
war as captain of Company K, Sixth 
Georgia regiment. He married in 1863 
and later located in Oglethorpe county.
